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Montana  alfalfa  seed  producers  harvested  5.39  million  pounds  of  seed  in  1991,  22  percent  less 
than  1990  production.   About  58  percent  of  the  production  was  in  proprietary  varieties,  31  percent  in 
common  vmcertified  varieties,  and  1 1  percent  in  certified  public  varieties. 

The  overall  alfalfa  seed  yield  in  1991  was  270  pounds  per  acre,  up  from  the  1990  yield  of  265 
pounds.   A  larger  portion  of  total  harvested  acres  was  irrigated  causing  the  overall  yield  to  increase 
by  2  percent.   Acres  harvested  for  seed  in  1991,  at  20,000,  is  dovm  23  percent  from  1990.
